Singular Phenomenon on Lake 
Ontario—A rite of Three and 
a Ualffeet In Four Mlnutta. 


[From tho Rochester Union, Jan. 18.J 
ID it brief diupatch from Mr. Mulli- 


gan, tho opoiator at Charlotte,uyostor- 
day, it was announced tbat Lake1 Onta- 
rio had thrown another groat wuva upon 
it* shore and into tho Genosac riv«r, to 
the surprise of all who witnewod the" 
phenomenon. The occurrence 
look 


place at about half past 11 a. m. 
The 


river was closed with iuu below the up- 
per dock*, and men and teams ware on 
the iee cutting and hiwling tor itorage 
Without a moment's warning or indica- 
tion that any i movement of water wa« 
to take place in the lako, the water be 
gan to rue and tho ice toward the 
mouth of tho harbor began to rise and 
crack, aB it' tho great waves were rolling 
u.idor it. In less than four minutes, 
•water, ice, nnd all had risen over three 
feet and a half. Of oourso, the too was. 
more or less flooded, The men em* 
ployed in gathering ice fled to the 
shore lest they should bo overwhelmed 
like Pharaoh and bin boat and did well in 
retching the land. 0ns p.iir of horses, 
teas fortunate, were lodged in a crcvioo. 
and woroonly extricated with^reat diffi- 
culty. One mnt^who was on tho ioe, 
after reaching the shore did not feel 
quite confident that he was out of dan- 
ger and betook himself to the top of a 
boathouso that stood upon the shore. 
This advance of water, receded in u 
short time, and the lake and river be- 
came tranquil. 


Sometime last year tho lake rose 


suddenly both at Charlotte and Oswe- 
go, all along tho south shore. It was 
not in time of ice that this occurred. 


This phenomenon can be accounted 


for upon no principle 
known to,those 


who observe the effect of the .wind up- 
on the water. It is hours rnthor than 
minutes before a heavy gnlo can cause 
such an agitation in tho witters of the 
lake.
